Bethlehem, Pa., March 25.—Moves 
for possible settlement were made 
today as clashes and the first use of 
tear gas marked a strike called by 
the C.I.O. steel workers organizing 
committee at the giant parent plant 
of the Bethlehem 
Steel company 
which has more than one billion 
dollars of defense contracts. 
Policemen Disperse Pickets 
Tear gas was used by a city po­ 
liceman 
to 
disperse 
pickets 
who 
thronged 
around 
an 
automobile 
driven by a company policeman as 
the car approached the main gate of 
the sprawling plant while shifts were 
changing at 7 a. rn. 
The demonstrators gave way as 
a charge from a tear gas gun was 
loosed in their direction. The com­ 
pany policeman proceeded into the 
plant. 
Governor Closes Tap Rooms 
Governor Arthur H. James sent 
Commissioner Lynn O. Adams, head 
of the Pennsylvania State police, 
here to “survey conditions.” 
At the same time James announc­ 
ed the State Liquor Control board 
ordered closing all taprooms in the 
plant area. 
The governor said Sheriff W. Cal­ 
vin Nickle of Northampton county 
asked the help of state police in a 
telegram: 
"I will be unable to control situa 
lion with men at my disposal” 
R A. Lewis, general manager of 
the Bethlehem plant, declared: 
"All steel making departments of 
the plant are operating substantially 
at capacity. 
About 70 per cent of 
the normal force is at work." 
After conferring with department 
superintendents, 
Lewis 
announced 
that 5400 of the 8000 normally on 
the day shift were in the mills. 
80 Bethlehem City Police 
The full force of 60 Bethlehem 
city police pa M alled the area around 
the plant, some on horseback. Com­ 
pany police stood guard inside the 
gates. 
Pennsylvania 
state 
police 
were held in readiness. * 
Two strikers were taken in cus­ 
tody, but promptly released in bail. 
Four Point Program Asked 
Curtiss, announcing the S. W. O. 
C ’s four-point program for possible 
settlement, 
indicated 
the 
union 
might be agreeable to calling off 
the strike as soon aa the company 
agrees to conferences to discuss the 
points.

man was killed and 16 passengers 
injured in a collision of two street 
cars at a downtown intersection 
early today.

Mr. Pfeffer pointed to m any ad­ 
vantages Gettysburg will possess in 
the coming years and urged th a t 
the citizens of this community pro­ 
mote Gettysburg’s strong points so 
th a t tourist and other 
businesses 
here may be built up. 
He declared 
th a t "Gettysburg only has held Its 
own in the last 15 years” and th at 
the chief reason for the Increase of 
tourist travel to Gettysburg was the 
general increase in travel over the 
country and not traffic with Gettys­ 
burg as Its objective. 
Commends Town Council 
The borough officer pointed 
out 
th a t a lower municipal 
tax 
rate 
which may be expected here within 
five or six years should be attractive 
to new industries. The bonded debt 
of the town should be paid off com­ 
pletely in about six years if present 
conditions continue, he explained. 
He credited the present

“Every state departm ent, board 
and commission is cooperating in 
setting up a plan of action should 
disaster strike. 
Representatives of tile U. S. Army, 
the American Red Cross and all 
other relief and disaster agencies 
have been brought into a well-co- 
ordinated program .” 
Stewart said tile emergency com­ 
mittee, which he heads, would not 
usurp or preem pt” any local re­ 
sponsibilities “but it is the very 
earnest desire of the committee that 
it have the whole-hearted coopera- 1 
tion of all municipal authorities and 
local disaster relief groups ”

and others, Stewart -aid, would be

at Los Angeles a few days ago, re­ 
calling that I was “Off ag’in" at 
that port just two years ago—and 
again I am “On Ag*n!”

Nothing in this world seems to 
rest and soothe as does an ocean

For four days and a half you live 
in a city of a thousand souls on the 
boat that takes you across this 
great and vast expanse of sea. And 
every comfort imaginable is afforded 
each guest.

All are neighbors. The blue waters 
fascinate. The power of the s e a - 
even in its most silent mood, is 
overwhelming. 
I noted a Norwegian looking at 
some Clipper prints in the library 
of our boat and engaged him in 
talk. Most of his life had been spent 
sea. though these later years 
have been given over to engineering. 
He told me that he sailed out of 
Nova Scotia for some time, and had 
become friendly with every body of 
water on the globe. He said that one 
time he sailed out of Baltimore on 
one of those 
old Clipper ships 
around the Horn, for Honolulu-— 
and it took 296 days to complete 
the trip! From my office in New 
York, overland by train, and thence 
by boat, it will have taken less than 
ten days for my trip to Honolulu. 
By air today it is less than 48 hours.

You see shad­ 
ows that melt into greys and blues, 
with the green mountain sides dot­ 
ted with homes. Then slowly you 
near the harbor, and a great crowd 
is gathered on the balconies. The 
Royal Hawaiian Band bursts into 
an Aloha. People from tugs have 
boarded the boat and passengers 
are decorated with those wonderful 
flowered leis. Your first greeting is 
iv; flowered fragrance. 
You leave your boat for your 
destined hotel with the strains of 
Aloha—“Welcome, and love to you!” 
Hawaii is a place for sick souls— 
for you are freshened and made 
new here.

This Shy Bird Knows 
How to O pen a

Most of us are familiar with the 
titmouse’s 
trick 
with

early 
morning milk, evolved since glass 
bottles took the place of the tin 
cans of less hygienic 
days. This 
was clever enough, to peck holes in 
the cardboard stopper and then to 
pry it up to get at the half-dried 
cream inside; but lately there has 
been an adaptotion, 
or 
develop­ 
ment of the idea, which seems to 
indicate the workings of a not un­ 
cover brain, writes a correspondent 
to “The Times” of London. In the 
center of the cardboard cap there 
is a little round disk, which, obedi­ 
ent to the printed word, we “press 
to open.” The titmouse cannot read, 
yet he has discovered that this small 
circle is the weakest link and now 
works on this alone, pecking indus­ 
triously until it gives way and the 
cream is at his command. 
That tills is not mere accidental 
cleverness is now certain, and it is 
possibly worth mentioning that it 
seems to be a marsh titmouse that 
waits each morning until the milk­ 
man arrives. 
It would have been 
less surprising lf it had been

great titmouse, or the blue titmouse,

MILK PROBLEM 


Plan to Abolish 115 
Ordinances for State 
Regulation 


[By the Associated Press] 
Harrisburg. March 25 — An “acute 
milk problem” exists for Pennsyl­ 
vania farmers, a special commission 
told the state legislature today in a 
lengthy report embodying IO recom­ 
mendations to improve the “work­ 
ability” of the State Milk Control 
ability” of the state milk control 
law. 
“Public health is well guarded at 
the present time,” the commission 
said, “but certain additional meas­ 
ures are necessary to protect pro­ 
ducers in their transactions witli 
milk dealers. 
While the general assembly stud­ 
ied the report, a senate committee 
shaped up plans for a public hear­ 
ing Wednesday on a bill th a t would 
abolish 
105 municipal ordinances 
covering milk inspection and re­ 
place them with a state-wide stand­ 
ard. 
Senator George B. Scarlett (R- 
Chester), chairman of the senate 
agriculture committee, said he had 
received “numerous” requests from 
persons who wanted to speak a t the 
hearing. 
Moth Father of Bill 
Tile bill, introduced in the house 
by Reps. Clayton E. Moul (D-York) 
and Carleton T. 
Woodring 
(D- 
Northampton) will be discussed at 
I p. rn., in the senate chambers. 
The commission, established by 
the assembly in 1939 to investigate 
the 
milk situation, 
pointed 
out 
th at Pennsylvania was one of the 
chief dairy states of the nation and 
th at milk was “the chief source of 
the farm er’s cash income” in the 
state. 
The commission was comprised of 
Secretary of Agriculture John H. 
Light, Secretary of Health John J. 
Shaw and Attorney General Claude 
T. Reno made these recommenda­ 
tions: 
1) T h at the "consignment” loop­ 
hole be removed from the various 
sections of the milk control act. (A 
bill designed to do this is now on 
second reading in the senate.) 
2) T hat the bonding: of milk deal­ 
ers for the protection of producers 
be made more effective by providing 
for 
sufficient 
increase 
in 
the 
amounts of bonds where necessary. 
3) T hat witnesses before the milk 
control commission be required to 
testify fully, within constitutional 
limitations. 
4) T h at protection be 
afforded 
milk producers who testify before 
the milk control commission to pre­ 
vent their losing their milk m arkets 
by the a c t i o n of unscrupulous 
dealers. 
5) T hat provisions be set forth 
in the milk control law for equal­ 
izing minimum prices to be paid 
producers 
where 
equalization 
is 
necessary. 
6) T hat the milk control law be 
amended sufficiently to enable tile 
milk control commission to effec­ 
tively aid milk producers. 
7) T h at none of the powers of 
municipalities or of the state to re­ 
quire sanitary milk production be 
abrogated but th at effort be made 
by the various municipalities, the 
state Department of Health and the 
state Department of Agriculture to 
work out uniform sanitary regula­ 
tions th at will adequately protect 
the public health without creating 
unnecessary burdens upon m i l k 
producers. 
•) T hat the milk control commis­ 
sion increase its inspection of milk 
dealers’ plants, auditing of milk 
dealers’ books and checking of pay­ 
ments by milk dealers to producers 
in order to guarantee producers 
that they are being paid fairly and 
according to the orders of the milk 
control commission. 
9) T hat the milk control commis­ 
sion establish s o m e base-rating 
method whereby milk producers can 
be assured of receiving a certain 
amount representing cost of pro­ 
duction plus a reasonable return for 
a specific quantity of milk and under 
which the option to produce sur­ 
plus milk, for which lower prices 
must necessarily be paid, shall rest 
entirely with the producers them ­ 
selves. 
10) T h at all milk producers be 
encouraged to unite through co­ 
operative agricultural associations 
and corporations, for the purpose of 
improving their economic condition 
by developing favorable markets and 
profitably disposing of surplus milk.

Ga.) of the senate foreign relations 
committee as saying it was not con­ 
templated that shipments to Britain 
should be convoyed by American 
naval 
vessels 
or 
that 
American 
troops should be sent abroad. 
“Because of these statements,” the 
Montanan continued. “I do not see 
how it would be possible for Hie 
President either to use convoys or 
send men without repudiating all 
tile promises that have been made 
both by himself and his leaders." 
Three Democrats Against It 
Besides Wheeler, two other demo­ 
crats voted against the appropria­ 
tion.

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PITTSBURGH'S 
SMOG TOO MUCH 
FOR POPULACE 


Will Try to Stop It as 
St. Louis Has 
Done 


[By the Associated PressJ 
Pittsburgh, March 25—The pall 
that hangs over this industrial city 
much of the time 
dumped 
67,000 
tons of dirt last year on a 
smoke 
polluted but patient populace. 
Had it all fallen at one time, it 
would have made a pile about as 
high as a 30-story building. Twelve 
hundred railroad cars would have 
been required to carry it away. 
Smog Wa* Measured 
The siftings were carbon, tar, ash. 
acids, silica and iron. 
They were 
measured in a Works Projects Ad­ 
ministration survey sponsored by 
the city health department. 
The “sootfaH” averaged from 85 
tons per square mile in the late 
summer to 125 tons in the winter. 
Roughly, that's the equivalent of 
about 500 pounds of dirt per year 
for each house and lot in the city. 
Bad as is tile dirt, smog is worse. 
Tins city, wrinkled with high hills, 
has three rivers running 
through 
the 
valleys. 
Quick 
temperature 
changes cause many fogs. 
Smog a Week at a Time 
Smog is smoke caught 
in 
fog. 
Sometimes, 
in 
winter 
and 
fall 
months, when the weather is sharp 
and there is little or no wind, smogs 
will last for days, or even a week. 
W hat to do about it? 
Dr. I. Hope Alexander, city health 
director, says the answer is to get 
rid of smoke. He wants a measure 
creating a “smoke dictator” at the 
head of a department of the city 
government. 
The “dictator" would 
make people burn smokeless coal or 
burn 
ordinary 
bituminous 
coal 
smokelessly. 
St. Louis Did It 
"You can’t control smoke, you've 
got to eliminate it,” he believes.

Supreme C ou rt Upholds 
Milk Control Commission 


Pittsburgh, March 25 (AP).—The I 
Pennsylvania Supreme court ruled 
that the State Milk Control com­ 
mission has the power to fix prices 
paid by dealers to producers for milk 
used solely in manufacturing. 
Tile decision upheld the Dauphin 
county court. The Rieck-McJunkin 
Daily company of Pittsburgh, had 
challenged the constitutionality of 
the provision of the state milk law 
which the commonw'ealth contended 
gave the commission the right to fix 
such prices. 
Charles K. Robinson, counsel for 
thc company, had argued before tile 
court that the state legislature had 
“unlawfully’’ delegated to the com­ 
mission the right to fix prices on 
such sales. 
Frank E. Coho, dejnity attorney 
general, contended the commission 
had the right to set the prices be­ 
cause it controlled the e$tire milk 
industry.

Indiantown Gap. Pa., March 25— 
Young National Guardsmen who 
were deprived of their last semester 
of high school work when the Penn­ 
sylvania guard was inducted into 
the army, will still get their sheep­ 
skins if the state 
department of 
Public Instruction has anything to 
say about it. 
After a conference 
with Major 
General Edward Martin, post com­ 
mandant, yesterday, Dr. Francis B. 
Haas, state superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Instruction, announced he would 
authorize school districts to issue 
certificates of graduation to 
such 
guardsmen providing their scholas­ 
tic records were satisfactory. 
Camp officials estimated some 500 
of the 13,500 guardsmen in training 
here would fall into this classifica­ 
tion. Dr. Haas said his ruling would 
apply 
to 
young 
men 
in 
other 
branches of the U. S. armed services 
as well as to guardsmen. 
The induction did not similarly 
affect college seniors. 
They 
were 
furloughed from the Pennsylvania 
regiments until April I so they 
could complete their courses before 
taking up military service. 
Another goal of his department, 
Dr. Haas said, was the establish­ 
ment of camp study courses to en­ 
able high school students who did 
not complete their courses to quali­ 
fy themselves for colleges or uni­ 
versities. 
Pointing out that “many of the 
camp officers were schoolmen.” Dr. 
Haas declared he and General Mar­ 
tin anticipated little difficulty 
in 
making courses available in almost 
any subject. 
As a result of the conference, he 
added, it had been decided to make 
a survey to determine the number 
of soldiers wishing to avail them- 
selvs of such help, and the number 
of officers willing to act as instruct­ 
ors. 
Special Committee 
General Martin appointed a spe­ 
cial committee of four officers 
to 
cooperate with the department of 
Public Instruction in working out 
phases of the 
camp 
educational 
program. 
Named to work with Dr. Haas 
were Lieut. Col. Thomas L. Hobau.

fantry and in civil life a judge in 
Lackawanna county; 
Lieut. 
Col. 
William Reynolds, 
on leave from 
the faculty of the Scranton Central 
high school; Lieut. Col. Frederick 
L. Pond of Meadville, who was prin­ 
cipal of the high school there, and 
Lieut. Col. William E. 
Pierce, 
of 
Indiana. Judge Advocate General 
of the 28th Division. 
With Dr. Haas at the conference 
were Frank Hare and 
Dr 
Henry 
Klonower of the department of 
Public Instruction. 
1.200 Men March 14 Miles 
In the most ambitious maneuver 
since the camp opened, more than 
1,200 men of the 
112th

A H * Y e l l o w Qladiolus Developed by 
Byron Kadel 
Rece Recognition

blue ribbon for the best declarative 
spike in the show and another 
award of merit; and was named as 
the best seedling spike in the show 
at the Empire State Gladiolus So­ 
ciety show at Syracuse. 
It has been named ‘‘Mother Ka­ 
del” and is so listed in the March, 
1941, issue of the “Flower Grower,” 
a national publication for home 
gardeners which carries a half page 
picture of the new gladiolus and 
this comment: 
“Mother Kadel is a yellow that 
showed up particularly well at the 
New York World’s Fair and Boston 
shows. It is appealing for its ex­ 
ceptionally pure tone of medium 
yellow and holds promise of being 
an excellent gladiolus in its color 
for the cut flower market. 
It was 
awarded 
the 
American 
Home 
Achievement Medal at the Mary­ 
land Gladiolus Show." 
Publications Praise Flower 
Mather Kadel provides the cover 
picture for a booklet on “Distinctive 
Glads,” just published by Everett A. 
Quackenbush, of New Cumberland. 
The publication carries a descrip­ 
tion that says Kadel’s new flower 
is the “most promising commercial 
cut flower yellow that we have 
seen.” It makes a tall spike which 
does not crook and carries about 17 
buds whose placement is excellent. 
When cut the spikes keep well and 
a good bloom is secured, the book­ 
let states. 
In the April. 1941, issue of "The 
American Home” note is made of 
the fact that Kadel’s gladiolus was 
one of the winners of the American 
Home award at the Maryland show 
and carries a three-spike picture of 
Mother Kadel. 
The triumphs of his new flower 
have attracted attention to its orig­ 
inator. Mr. Kadel, who is a grad­ 
uate of Gettysburg high school and 
of Gettysburg college In the class of 
1928, was an instructor in the bi­ 
ology department at the college for 
two years after graduation. In 1930. 
he joined the faculty of the Leb­ 
anon high school 
where 
he 
has 
taught since. He heads the biology 
department there. 
Started Work Here 
It was while he was an instructor 
at the college here that he did his 
first work in hybridizing glads in 
the gardens at his home along West 
Middle street. He worked specially 
with glads and used the pink Pic­ 
ardy and an imperfect yellow, Spray 
of Gold, to develop the Mother Ka­ 
del which was shown for the first 
time in 1940. 
Mr. Kadel and his 
new flower have been included in 
the official directory of 
“gladiolas 
hybridizers” published in the 1941 
edition of “The Gladiolus," the six­ 
teenth annual issue of the New Eng­ 
land Gladiolas Society, Inc., of Bos­ 


ton, an international organization. 
The frontpiece of that book is a 
picture of Mother Kadel.

The same book carries a four- 
page article by Mr. Kadel on “Plan­ 
ned Hybridizing" in which the writ­ 
er explains his general methods of 
selecting general and special char­ 
acteristics in parent plants for the 
development of new blooms. 
His successes have not been con­ 
fined to yellow glads but he has 
taken, prizes with a pink glad he 
showed last year at the Boston flow­ 
er show and another first with a red 
glad at the New York World’s fair 
show’.
